Mitchell claim s that m ore rigid 
requ irem e nts w ere needed to eu ro 
welfare costs, now am ou nting to

Mitchell claims that more rigid 
requirem ents were needed to euro 
welfare costs, now amounting to 
$983,085 out of a $3 million city 
budget. 
More than half the aid, how­ 
ever,

state contributions. State officials 
fear that imposition of the restric­ 
tions might block federal welfare 
funds to all state communities. 
In Washington, a Social Secur­ 
ity spokesman said his agency is 
watching developments in New­ 
burgh, But he said any comment 
on the situation now would be "in ­ 
appropriate.”

Agent Advises 


Tile combined straw from wheat 
or oats shou ld be remov ed imme­ 
diately after combining the grain, 
Cou nty 
Agent 
George 
Hamrick 
pointed ou t today 
In some cases the grain stu b­ 
ble may he left standing. This is 
only recommended where crab­ 
grass is a problem, Hamrick ex ­ 
plained. 
The agent said it is generally 
adv isable to clip tile stu bble and 
remov e both the straw and the 
stu bble soon after combining. Leav ­ 
ing both the s t a n d i n g stu bble 
and straw on the field may resu lt 
in seriou s damage to the 
new 
seeding. 
He said heav y straw damages 
red clov er worse than it does alf­ 
alfa seedings. Do not clip sweet 
clov er seedings. 


WHERE the straw growth Is 
not heav y , taking off the combined 
straw withou t clipping the stu bble 
is sometimes nearly as satisfactory 
as c l i p pi n g and remov ing all 
hu t it leav es more trash in nex t 
y ear's hay . Other tips by the local 
agent were. 
For any clipping of alfalfa or 
redclov er, set the cu tter bar low. 
These 
crops 
recov er 
from 
the 
crown regardless of the height of 
clipping. Broadleaf annu al weeds 
recov er from bu ds along the stems. 
The lower the weeds are cu t, the 
less likely they are to recov er. 
Clipping low controls the weeds 
and does no harm to the alfalfa or 
red clov er. 
Since sweet clov er, the y ear 
! seeded, does not recov er from the 


I crown, cu t rt as high as possible if 
I weed control makes it necessary 
to cu t it before September. Late 
cu t s w e e t clov er may he cu t 
low, since it will not make more 
growth du ring the season.

One that is 
too small resu lts in low pressu res.

MOST au tomatic electric pu mps 
now av ailable are one of tw o 
ty pes — the shallow well, which 
lifts water from a depth of abou t 
22 feet, and the deep well, which 
draws water from depths of more 
than 22 feet. 
Shallow well pu mps are u s e d 
mainly for cisterns, springs and 
du g wells. A popu lar shallow well 
pu mp is the centrifu gal jet. Its 
operation is simple and most ty pes 
can be conv erted to a deep w e l l 
pu mp. 
One of the newer deep well 
pu mps is the 
su bmersible ty pe. 
Both pu mp and motor operate u n­ 
der water. 
The pu mp’s biggest assets are 
that it operates efficiently 
and 
qu ickly . One limitation is that it 
can’t be u sed in wells with l i n e s 
of less than 4-inch diameter*.

Remove Straw 


Agent Advises 


The combined straw from wheat 
or oats should be removed imme­ 
diately after combining the grain, 
County 
Agent 
George 
Hamrick 
pointed out today 
In some cases the grain stub­ 
ble may be left standing. This is 
only recommended where crab­ 
grass is a problem, Hamrick ex­ 
plained. 
The agent said it is generally 
advisable to clip tile stubble and 
remove both the straw and Hie 
stubble soon after combining. Leav 
ing both the s t a n d i n g stubble 
and straw on the field may result 
in serious damage to tile new 
seeding. 
He said heavy straw damages 
red clover worse than it does alf 
alfa seedings. Do not clip sweet 
clover seedings. 
*

WHERE the shaw growth Is 
not heavy, taking off the combined 
straw without clipping the stubble 
is sometimes nearly as satisfactory 
as c l i p p i n g and removing all 
but it leaves more trash in next 
year’s hay. Other tips by the local 
agent were. 
For any clipping of alfalfa or 
redclover, set the cutter bar low 
These crops 
recover from 
the 
crowrn regardless of the height of 
clipping. Broadleaf annual weeds 
recover from holds along the stems 
The lower the weeds are cut, the 
less likely they are to recover 
Clipping low controls the weeds 
and does no harm to the alfalfa or 
red clover. 
Since sweet clover, the year 
seeded, does not recover from the 
crown, cut it as high as possible if 
weed control makes it necessary 
to cut it before September. Late 
cut s w e e t clover may be cut 
low, since it will not make more 
growth during the season.

With two or three faucets open, 
or with the lawn sprinkler runn­ 
ing at the same time as the auto­ 
matic washer, you are l i k e l y 
to have only a trickle of water in 
each. 
Pumps need to be matched to 
the wells they serve.

is too large may pump a well dry 
or give muddy water. One that is 
too small results in low pressures.

MOST automatic electric pumps 
now available are one of tw o 
types — the shallow well, which 
lifts water from a depth of about 
22 feet, and the deep well, which 
draws water from depths of more 
than 22 feet. 
Shallow well pumps are u s e d 
mainly for cisterns, springs and 
dug wells. A popular shallow well 
pump is the centrifugal jet. Its 
operation is simple and most types 
can be converted to a deep w e l l 
pump. 
One of the newer deep well 
pumps is the 
submersible type. 
Both pump and motor operate un­ 
der water. 
The pump’s biggest assets are 
that it operates efficiently and 
quickly. One limitation is that it 
can’t be used in wells with l i n e s 
of less than 4-inch diameters.

Revamp Explorers, 
Scout Heads Urge 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Strand­ 
ed motorists soon may depend on 
the flick of a dial rather than 
passing drivers to help them out 
of their predicament. 
Under a one-year $60,000 re­ 
search 
program for the highway 
departm ent, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s engineering experiment sta­ 
tion is finding a way, electronic­ 
ally, to improve highway safety 
and traffic flow. 
Present research plans call for 
communications posts to be placed 
at one-half mile intervals along 
highways to aid stranded motor­ 
ists oil the sometimes desolate ex­ 
pressways. A motorist will be able 
to contact the state highway pa­ 
trol at the flick of a dial through 
the roadside system. 
Also involved in the research is 
a study to end the rear-end colli­ 
sion. 
To deal with rear-end collisions, 
a test vehicle has been instru­ 
mented to measure a driver’s re­ 
flex lime. Data collected 
f r o m 
this experiment will eventually be 
used to program the movement of 
automobile? mi an electronic high­ 
way — one on which a driver may 
proceed on instruments eliminat­ 
ing the danger of collisions.

Summertime for many people Is 
a time for fun, relaxation and out­ 
door living. 
For some people week-ends are 
the only time we have to go on 
a p i c n I c, go to the beach, take 
a trip, work in the yard, play a 
round of golf, and so on. This, 
too, may be the only time we 
have available to get a suntan. 
Many times we over do it and 
get a sunburn instead. 
Sunburns are rarely taken seri­ 
ously. However, they can be dan­ 
gerous to our health, lf you drop­ 
ped a tea kettle of boiling water 
on your foot you would take all 
kinds of precautions of treating 
it and would probably see a doc­ 
tor. 
How many of us would ever think 
of going to a doctor for a sunburn? 
Sometimes we should. 
Sunburn is caused mainly by 
ultraviolet rays. A slight overex­ 
posure causes tiny blood vessels in 
the skin to dilate and the skin be­ 
comes red. As overexposure in­ 
creases, t i s s u e injury s t a r t s , 
swelling of the skin occurs, blisters 
a p p e a r and often fever a n d 
headache develop. 
* * * 


SEVERE sunburn causes great 
discomfort and may require bed 
rest for many days. The most ef­ 
fective prevention lies bi limiting 
the time of initial exposures. The 
first exposure should not be long­ 
er than 10-15 minutes. 
On sea and lake shores and at 
high altitudes, the increase of ex­ 
posure time should be gradual, 
about one - third of the previous 
time if s u n b a t h s are taken 
daily and one-fourth or less if ex­ 


posures are less frequent. Su n« 
bum may follow exposure on a 
cloudy day. 
Commercial preparations 
f o r 
protection against sunburn vary 
in their effects. Some have hardly 
any protecting effects, others are 
highly effective but may cause 
allergic reactions. 
For mild sunburn cold cream 
or such oils or greases as salad 
oil or shortening may relieve 
pain. Wash hands before apply* 
ing the m a t e r i a l . Medicated 
creams may cause skin allerg­ 
ies. Butter 
or 
oleomargarine 
should not be applied...................... 
A dressing should be applied if 
blistering appears. Medical care 
is needed for extensive and severe 
cases. The injured area should not 
be exposed again *o the sun until 
healing is completed.

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Overseas Investments 


Not since the 
Cuban confiscation of 
American property has as mu ch attention 
been directed to inv estments ov erseas by 
corporate and indiv idu al Americans as to­ 
day , A large part of the renewed attention 
can be credited to one of President Ken­ 
nedy 's tax proposals, which wou ld greatly 
discou rage ov erseas inv estments. 
Present tax laws permit foreign su bsid­ 
iaries of American corporations to retain 
their earnings u ntil they are retu rned to 
the parent company , when they are su b­ 
ject to the 52 per cent corporation income 
tax , This prov ision enables an American 
company to inv est in a 
growing m arket 
far from home operations and hasten the 
su bsidiary s growth by continu ally rein­ 
v esting profits. 
The administration proposes to drop the 
delay ed tax 
prov ision for the following 
reasons: 
1. Some firms hav e located their su bsid­ 
iary offices in low tax cou ntries su ch as 
Switzerland. Bermu da or P anam a to re­ 
du ce the local tax bill. All foreign corpora­ 
tions are su bject to the same local tax es 
as nativ e bu sinesses, and in most Eu rop­ 
ean cou ntries the rate is close to United 
States lev els. 
2. The administration considers it a tax 
adv antage to delay pay ment of U. S. tax ­ 
es, thou gh the host cou ntry ex tracts a tax 
take equ al to that which wou ld be taken 
if the su bsidiary were in operation in the 
U. S. Another proposal is to div ert some 
of the inv estment capital into u nderdev el­ 
oped areas which wou ld retain the delay ­ 
ed tax prov isions. 
3. Bringing home more tax money from 
foreign subsidiaries would aid 
U. S. bal­ 


ance of pay ments. 
There are gaps in logic in these argu ­ 
ments which hav e m ade Congress wary and 
giv en the proposal a poor chance of enact­ 
ment. It does not necessarily follow that to 
discou rage inv estment in the prosperou s 
m arkets of Eu rope will au tomatically en­ 
tice American capital into the backward 
economies of Africa or Asia. 
Bu t it wou ld su cceed in remov ing Amer­ 
ican bu siness from some of the best m a r­ 
kets of the world becau se domestic opera­ 
tions cannot compete as su ccessfu lly as 
su bsidiaries operating on the sam e terms, 
bu t with the adv antage of American know­ 
how. The lost bu siness which w o u l d 
resu lt cou ld not be m ade u p elsewhere and 
the stifled growth of su bsidiaries wou ld 
soon show u p in parent company state­ 
ments of income. 
American capital inv ested in other parts 
of the world now totals $35 billion, one- 
third of it each in Canada and Sou th Amer­ 
ica ( p r i n c i p a l l y Venezu ela). Appro­ 
x imately $2 b i I I i on retu rns to the U. S. 
each y ear in income recalled home. Thp 
Treasu ry receiv es more than $1 billion of 
this. 
Considering that profits remaining ov er­ 
seas are adding to inv estments at the rate 
of $2.5 billion annu ally , the present re­ 
tu rn to the Treasu ry is ex cellent and the 
nex t bu ilding u p for fu tu re tax ation shou ld 
make Washington tax calcu lators wring 
their hands in glee. 
Upsetting the foreign inv estment apple 
cart wou ld be an ex cellent way of tu rning 
off a golden v alv e the U. S. cannot tap if 
profits are penalized instead of encou rag­ 
ed. 
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Wasted Talent 


General Dou glas MacArthu r aat 
throu gh the entire Eisenhower Ad- 
ministratiin u nwanted and u nu s­ 
ed. It was su ch a waste of su perior 
ability . 
It was hu miliating for him to 
see insignificant and inex perienc­ 
ed persons consu lted in m atters 
to which MacArthu r had dev oted 
his entire life. President Eisenhow­ 
e r chose to do it that way and all 
that was left for ou r greatest mil­ 
itary mind was to sit in his apart­ 
ment in the Waldorf - Astoria, oc­ 
casionally 
seeing a 
friend with 
whom he might discu ss Ute af­ 
fairs of the world. 
Nev er once was he consu lted by 
President Eisenhower. Oh! Yes! 
He was asked to lu nch on 
one 
occasion at the White Hou se. All the 
big brass were assembled. Noth­ 
ing was said abou t the F a r East, 
the su bject on which M acArthu r is 
ou r greatest au thority and which, 
at the moment, was red hot. After­ 
w ards he was asked to go into a 
priv ate room with President E i­ 
senhower. 
There 
the 
President 
asked General Dou glas MacArthu r 
what the bu sinessmen in New York 
thou ght of Eisenhower’s economic 
policies! 
And so the General sat ou t eight 
long y ears of fu tility and fru stra­ 
tion. President John Kennedy tele­ 
phoned to him one day and ask­ 
ed him to come to the White Hou se. 
Then he telephoned 
a 
second 
tim e and said not to bather to 
com e to Washington as he, the 
President, was coming u p to New 
York. M acArthu r, alway s correct 
in his condu ct, said that he wou ld 
call on the President wherev er and 
w henev er he desired. 
The President wou ld hav e none 
of that. He went u p to M acArthu r’* 
apartm ent, v isited with the Gen­ 
eral and stay ed more than an hou r. 
And the President learned mu ch 
abou t life and the world in that 
hou r, perhaps mu ch more than his 
large collection of adv isers cou ld 
giv e him. 
And so General MacArthu r don­ 
ned his war cap and a military u ni­ 
form and went to the Philippines, 
where his father had serv ed and he 
had serv ed 
And there the people 
lov e him as a patriarch of their 
own And he l o v e s them, for so 
many y ears of his boy hood and 
manhood were spent t h e r e . He 
has retu rned! And whaw. a gloriou s 
welcome he was giv en. 
Anthony 
Eden 
too 
had 
been 
obliterated by politics and by the 
ex citement of small men. History , 
as it u nfolds the affairs of man, 
has long since 
notified 
Eden’s 
condu ct et Su ez; it is obv iou s that 
had he been permitted to carry , 
forward Ute Su ez program with 
F rance and Israel 
as 
partners, 
the situ ation in 
the 
Near 
East 
wou ld hav e been better for the 
West today . 
What John Foster Du lles actu ally

Nasser and the emergence of Nas­ 
ser as a strong man — Nasser, 
who had already been defeated and

Overseas Investments

American property has as much attention 
been directed to investments overseas by 
corporate and individual Americans as to­ 
day. A large part of the renewed attention 
can be credited to one of President Ken­ 
nedy’s tax proposals, which would greatly 
discourage overseas investments. 
Present tax law's permit foreign subsid­ 
iaries of American corporations to retain 
their earnings until they are returned to 
the parent company, when they are sub­ 
ject to the 52 per cent corporation income 
tax. This provision enables an American 
company to invest in a growing m arket 
far from home operations and hasten the 
subsidiary's growth by continually rein­ 
vesting profits. 
The administration proposes to drop the 
delayed tax provision for the following 
reasons: 
1. Some firms have located their subsid­ 
iary offices in low tax countries such as 
Switzerland. Bermuda or Panam a to re­ 
duce the local tax bill. All foreign corpora­ 
tions are subject to the same local taxes 
as native businesses, and in most Europ­ 
ean countries the rate is close to United 
States levels. 
2. The administration considers it a tax 
advantage to delay payment of U. S. tax­ 
es, though the host country extracts a tax 
take equal to that which would be taken 
if the subsidiary were in operation in the 
U. S. Another proposal is to divert some 
of the investment capital into underdevel­ 
oped areas which w'ould retain the delay­ 
ed tax provisions. 
3. Bringing home more tax money from 
foreign subsidiaries would aid U. S. bal- 
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There are gaps in logic in these argu­ 
ments which have made Congress wary and 
given the proposal a poor chance of enact­ 
ment. It does not necessarily follow that to 
discourage investment in the prosperous 
m arkets of Europe will automatically en­ 
tice American capital into the backward 
economies of Africa or Asia. 
But it would succeed in removing Amer­ 
ican business from some of the hest m ar­ 
kets of the world because domestic opera­ 
tions cannot compete as successfully as 
subsidiaries operating on the same terms, 
but wuth the advantage of American know­ 
how. The lost business which w o u l d 
result could not be made up elsewhere and 
the stifled grow'th of subsidiaries would 
soon show up in parent company state­ 
ments of income. 
American capital invested in other parts 
of the world now totals $35 billion, one- 
third of it each in Canada and South Amer­ 
ica ( p r i n c i p a l l y Venezuela). Appro­ 
ximately $2 b i I I i on returns to the U. S. 
each year in income recalled home. The 
Treasury receives more than $1 billion of 
this. 
Considering that profits remaining over­ 
seas are adding to investments at the rate 
of $2.5 billion annually, the present re­ 
turn to the Treasury is excellent and the 
next building up for future taxation should 
make Washington tax calculators w'ring 
their hands in glee. 
Upsetting the foreign investment apple 
cart would be an excellent way of turning 
off a golden valve the U. S. cannot tap if 
profits are penalized instead of encourag­ 
ed. 


Wasted Talent 


General Douglas MacArthur sat 
through the entire Eisenhower Ad­ 
in inistratiin unwanted and unus­ 
ed. It was such a waste of superior 
ability. 
It was humiliating for him to 
see insignificant and inexperienc­ 
ed persons consulted in matters 
to which MacArthur had devoted 
his entire life. President Eisenhow­ 
er chose to do it that way and all 
that was left for our greatest mil­ 
itary mind was to git in his apart­ 
ment in the Waldorf - Astoria, oc­ 
casionally 
seeing a friend with 
whom he might discuss tile af­ 
fairs of the world. 
Never once was he consulted by 
President Eisenhower. Oh! Yes! 
He was asked to lunch on 
one 
occasion at the White House. All the 
big brass were assembled. Noth­ 
ing was said about the Far East, 
the subject on which MacArthur is 
our greatest authority and which, 
at the moment, was red hot. After­ 
wards he was asked to go into a 
private room with President Ei 
aenhower. 
There 
the 
President 
asked General Douglas MacArthur 
what the businessmen in New York 
thought of Eisenhower’s economic 
policies! 
And so the General sat out eight 
long years of futility and frustra­ 
tion. President John Kennedy tele­ 
phoned to him one day and ask­ 
ed him to come to the White House. 
Then he telephoned 
a 
second 
tim e and said not to bother to 
com e to Washington as he, the 
President, was coming up to New 
York. MacArthur, always correct 
in his conduct, said that he would 
call on the President wherever and 
whenever he desired. 
The President would have none 
of that. He went up to MacArthur^ 
apartment, visited with the Gen­ 
eral and stayed more than an hour. 
And the President learned much 
about life and the world in that 
hour perhaps much more than his 
large collection of advisers could 
give him. 
And so General MacArthur don­ 
ned his w ar cap and a military’ uni­ 
form and went to the Philippines, 
where his father had served and he 
had served And there the people 
love him as a patriarch of their 
own. And he l o v e s them, for so 
many years of his boyhood and 
manhood were spent t h e r e . He 
has returned! And wha* a glorious 
welcome he was given. 
Anthony 
Eden 
too 
had 
been 
obliterated by politics and by Hie 
excitem ent of small men.

Pian Gets OK 


House Panel Approves 
New Revenue Source 


WASHINGTON

House Ways and Means Com m it­ 
tee has given tentative approval 
to a plan for tax withholding on 
dividends and 
interest. 
It esti­ 
mated the plan would raise $537 
million a year for the T reasury. 
Although the 
com m ittee’s 
ac­ 
tion did not go as far as P resi­ 
dent Kennedy requested it was 
still a m ajor victory for the ad­ 
m inistration in its drive to in­ 
crease 
revenues 
through 
the 
existing tax structure. 
The 
T reasury 
has 
esim ated 
nearly $3 billion in dividends and 
interests is now unreported on in­ 
come tax returns, depriving the 
government 
of 
m ore than $864 
million in taxes. 
The plan given tentative voice 
approval by the tax-writing com ­ 
m ittee of the House today would 
wihhold one-sixth of a person’s 
dividend or interest paym ents. 
For exam ple, a person whose 
Investm ents earned $100 a year in 
interest or dividends would ac­ 
tually get only $83.33. The cor­ 
poration or bank would turn the 
rest over to the Treasury. 
The adm inistration had asked 
that 20 per cent of such paym ents 
be withheld.

tains provisions for quick refunds 
to those whose tax would not run 
as high as the 
witholding rate.

Plan M ost Expensive 
In Lost 25 Years 


DETROIT (A P) — The United

and plans to wind up argum ents

ments at Ford and Chrysler next 
week. 


Then it will be the turn of the 
union bargaining team s to listen 
to any counterproposals the com­ 
panies m ay have in mind. So far 
they've offered nothing. 


After bargaining talks wore re 
cessed for the weekend Friday,

Seaton told newsmen the union’s 
dem ands could he described in 
one word—“ m ore.” 


Seaton said the dem ands “ make 
up the most extensive package 
subm itted to us in the 25 y e a r $ 
of our bargaining relations with 
the UAW ” 
UAW Vice President Leonard 
Woodcock 
replied, 
“ Absolutely 
untrue.’’ He said there was no 
m echanical way of figuring the 
cost of UAW dem ands 
at this 
stage of negotiations The talks 
started two and one-half weeks 
ago. 
Woodcock declared union pro­ 
posals for a wage increase based 
on economic growth, expansion of 
supplem ental unem ploym ent com. 
oensation 
and im provem ents 
in 
the pension plan would cost t h e 
com panies o n I y a few m re pen­ 
nies per hour. 
The union’s dem ands, Woodcock 
said, could he met out of G M s 
big profits and would he no more 
inflatinary than the bonuses naid
